Hot Wave Sweeping the Ohio and 
Mississippi Valleys. 

NEARLY 100 PROS (-RATIONS 

Many Deaths, Especially In the 
Larger Cities— Automatic 
Fire Plugs Blow Out 

CAUSING CONSIDERABLE LOSS. 

Oincinn*ti, July 5 — The wave of tor- 
rid weather under which the central 
•tatca sweltered last weok showed in 
abatement yesterday. From Pittsburg 
to Kama* City and from Chicago sonth 
cloudless skies and a blazing sun left a 
record of prostrations and death which 
haa seldom been equalled for tho early 
days of July. Throughout the entire 
district the mercury registered clone to 
100 in the shade during the day and the 
number of proetration* ran into tho 
hundreds. Cincinnati with n maximum 
temperature of 98 degree* showed tho 
highest death rate, six deaths resulting 
oat of a total of nO prostrations, but 
there were many fatal casus ut other 
points. 

Tho weather bureau's record iu Cin- 
cinnati yesterday showed tho mercury 
at sir from I to 4 p. m. and at it* max- 
imum 98. at 5 p. m. Local thermomet. rs 
showed from 103 to 106 iu tho Bhade. 
The sky was cloudless all day, and but 
few people ventured on the streets.

A hayrark thnt him beta in tino for 
four yonrs is hern depicted. It has given 
great satisfaction, is as good its new 
and is thus described lyr the SMI who 
owns it in a letter to Ohio Fanner: 

In the Illustration the sills A A are 3 
by 7 and 15 feet in length. Cross bench- 
es B B on sills are I by 4 ami 3 feet fi 
inches long or to suit width of your 
wagon. These are bolted on to sills as in 
engraving, using 10 inch bolts, putting 
them in from underside of will with 
nnt on top of cross bench. These bolts, 
you will find, nro an inch too short to 
roaoh through, but nro countersunk mi 
inch beneath, aud n small nail driven 
through tho hole crrwswiso to prevent 
loss of bolt* should a nnt work off, as 
they are apt to do. The nuts nru on top 
where they can lie seen. The correspond- 
ing cross benches C C on wings are 8 
feet 6 inches in length and made of 2 
by 4 stuff. Theso aro cut, ns shown in 
engraving, to slide on over sills and fit 
under the boards on center of rack. 
Those boards are 1 by 0 aud cut right 
length to reach, as shown incut of ruck.

. The cud ladders eun readily l>e 
mode after the ruck is ready to fasten 
together. I will say that ladders ou my 
rack are 5 feet high, and back ladder is 
arranged with a loose trou pin to boom 
the load ou at any desired height 
The holes at D D inside wings are 
ade for purpose of hinging wings on 
> main frame of rack aud correspond 
ith holes in cross benches B B, where 
a half inch bolt 5 inches in length 
fastens them together and is itself held 
in place with a key through it. This 
makes u combination rack which by at- 
taching end gates and tight board floor 
can be used to hanl bogs, tile, pump- 
kins, etc., and by placiug.a few boards 
ou side wings a large load of oorn in 
the ear can be hauled. As I have al- 
ways hauled a great deal of feed such 
wiuter, I detach the sides, place it on a 
sled and make a very good feed rack of 
it, upon which to hanl feed from the 
field to the barn. 

My rack is all made of red elm and 
pointed with two coats of oil and Vene- 
tian red, which makes quite a durable 
paint for farm tools and better by add- 
a few pounds of white lead.

Suppose tho Diugley duties on wool 
would glvo the woolgrowers all the 
protection claimed and that tho prico 
of wool would actually go up the full 
amount of tho duty, which, of course, 
is absurd.

can be provided, more tational methoda 
of instruction adopted, and at the same 
time the expense of the schools sen be 
materially lessened. There is a tenden- 
cy to Ull the rural schools with untrained, 
immature teachers. The establishment 
of normal training schools under compe- 
tent instructors with short hours, each 
year of which shall be complete in itself, 
would do much to remedy the evil. The 
xtension and adjustment of the courses 
and terms of the state normal schools so 
as to constitute a continuous aeasiou 
would enable them to contribute more 
directly than now to the improvement 
of the teachers of rural schools. The 
state would then be juatifi id in demand- 
ing some degree of professional training 
from every teacher in the rural 
aa in the city schools. The establishing 
of the libraries, the prosecution of the 
work in the school by the teachers 
and other means, the introduction of 
such studies aa will have a tendency 
connect the school and the home, I 
especially those having a direct bearing 
upon the everyday life of th 
ty, and the necessity of applying the 
laws of sanitation to the construction of 
rural school-houses, demand immediate 
attention.

A striking expert 
nieut consists of placing throe lamps In 
tension, allowing the current to pass 
through the body. These currents cause 
no sensations, and a man placed in a 
circuit does not feel that he is traversed 
by the currents which brilliantly illu- 
minate the lamps. The principal resnlt* 
of this electrification are un angmeata- 
tion of the oxidationB in the organism 
and an increase in the production of 
boat. A subject who, nnder ordinary 
conditions, eliminates 17 to 31 liters of 
carbonic acid per hour throw* off 
liter* after having been submitted to 
thia action. High frequenty current* do 
not act solely upon the surface of tbe 
body, but also profoundly upon the in- 
terior. All of thesn results have boea 
obtained upon a number of subject* by 
MM. Apostoli and Charrin. 

M. d'Arsonval cited, in closing, the 
action exorcised noon microbes and bac 
teria by these current*. The microbe* 
and bacilli are modified, and tbe tox- 
ines are killed and transformod to vac- 
cine. MM. d'Arsonval and Charrin hope 
by this method to arrive at a direct 
treatment for tho interior of the bodies 
of putietlts suffering with aymotio dis- 
ease, and experiment* to this end have 
been begun.— Electrical World.
